1.98, the references listed and identified on the attached Form PTO/SB08A are being 
submitted herewith for consideration by the Examiner. 



Applicants also wish to bring to the Examiner's attention that more than one 
year prior to the filing date pf the present application, but less than one year prior to the filing 
date of the provisional application of which this application claims the benefit, the assignees 
of the present invention, and agents of the assignees, used the following method to produce a 
mold tool. Portions of a tool surface were covered with an acid resistant material. The tool 
surface was treated with an acid solution, thereby creating raised areas on the mold surface 
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having an average maximum width greater than 350 microns. The mold tool was used to 
produce polymeric parts that were used as part of an assembly sold to customers. 

While this Statement is being filed in compliance with the duty of disclosure, 
citation of the references is not to be construed as an admission that any of the references are 
"material" as defined under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(b). 

Copies of the cited U.S. patent references have not been included. Consideration 
and entry into the record of these references is respectfully requested.
